Control Public Notice No. 51-ITC(PN)/65, dated the 17th July, 1965, according to 
which all licences for import of goods from free resources, for the period April, 
1965—-March, 1966, will be subject inter alia to the condition that in the case of 
licences valued over Rs. 5,000, the licensee shall be entitled to order shipment of 

f oods to the extent of 50 per cent only of the value of the licences upto 31st 
anuary, 1986. and the licensee shall not enter into any irrevocable commitment 
in respect of the balance 50 per cent of the value of the iicences upto 31st January, 
1966, In so far as the import of Art Silk Yarn railing under S. No, 177 or Part IV 
of the ITC Schedule under Expo:t Promotion Schemes, the position has been re¬ 
viewed and it has been decided that the said condition regarding 50 per cent 
utilisation upto 31st January 1966 will nut be applicable to import licences for 
this item issued against entitlements under Export Promotion Schemes. The 
licensees will he permitted to utilise their licences for import of this item under- 
the Export promotion Schemes in one lot within the prescribed period of validity. 
It has also been decided thRt. the period of shipment in respect of all licences to 
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be issued (whether upto or above Rs. 5,000/- in value 1 for import of this item 
under the E.P. Schemes shall be for forty five days from the date of issue of 

the licence. 

2. It has further been decided that the condition regarding 50 per cent utilisa¬ 
tion upto 01st January, 1008, applicable to the import licences for this item already 
issued under the E.P, Schemes should be deemed to have been amended accord¬ 
ingly in pursuance of the above mentioned policy.
